Sixteen Frenchmen, who for eight 
days drifted helplessly in the 
Atlantic in a three-masted schooner 
swept by gale which at times 
reached 100 miles an hour, and 
pounded by mountainous seas until 
they were rescued in the Bay of 
Biscay on Christmas Day, arrived 
at Plymouth yesterday. 

They comprised the crew and 
passengers of the Saint Yvonnec, 
which was overtaken by a cyclone 
on December 16th. Her sails were 
torn to shreds,  steerin gear 
damaged, and her forecastle head 
smashed in. Under bare masts she 
drifted helplessly until on Christmas 
Eve a look-out on the American 
steamer, Daniel Hiester, saw her. 
The Daniel Hiester had also suffered 
storm damage, and was unable to 
lower lifeboats, but sent out an 
SOS, which brought a _ Belgian 
liner and a.French steamer racing) 
to the scene. ! 

The 7,000 tons Belgian liner, 
Copacabana, homeward bound for 
Plymouth ‘and Antwerp from the 
Belgian» Congo, steamed 200 miles 
from her course, and on Christmas 
Day took off 16 people from the
